T h at part of tilt* city of Washing­ 
ton having pride in its traditions is 
troubled about what is happening to 
historic Lafayette square. These green 
acres to tile north of the White House 
are dominated by five more or less 
imposing statues. Lafayette and Uoch* 
ambeau, tile Frenchmen J Kosciusko, 
the Pole, and Von Steuben, tile Prus­ 
sian, stand there in the heart of W ash­ 
ington. 
In the center rides Andrew 
Jackson 
on 
his 
rearing,

charger. 
It is a haunted square, where old 
ghosts 
walk. 
Dolly

there. 
Henry Clay sauntered there. 
Tile Blairs, the Ix?es, the Ilodgers and 
the D ecaturs and many another name 
familiar to Americans are Identified in 
one way or another with tile place. 
Every old house still standing lins or 
deserves a commemorative tablet, 
Tile square is about to lie surround­ 
ed by tall buildings, steel-skeletoned 
and fleshed with stone or concrete, ex­ 
cept upon the south, where it faces on 
the White House. 
T he east side Is 
being transformed, and likewise the 
north. A theater stands on the ground 
that Henry (’lay traded to Commander 
Rodgers. 
The new cham ber of com 
mom* and the veterans’ bureau have 
wiped away some of lite older houses. 
On the southeast corner rises the 
treasury annex. 
So far tile west side 
of the green quadrangle lins changed 
only little, but tile shadow of change 
is over it. 
There was a time when the square 
might have been preserved as a memo­ 
rial to Yesterday. 
This Is no longer 
possible. Washington is growing, mov­ 
ing and marching out that way.
